It ia now some time since the return of 
the deputation appointed by the Council 
to examine the bridges of the United 
States, for the purpose of assisting our 
City Fathers in coming to « conclusion as 
tothe best system to adopt as regarde 
the new structure to be erected over the 
Chaustiere, and citizens have a right to 
learn what suggestions they have been 
euabled to offer in the premises.

why & suitable. bridge .could not 
have been constructed in this instance 
without any such preliminary oberva 
tions, But the expense of an examina- 
tion having been incurred, we have a right 
fo be put in possession at once of the 
information which was the: chy elicited 
We are told that s truss bridge has been 
recommended, on the ground that the

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THE CHEROKBE NATION. 


The popular opinion tht the Red Man 
of North America, like the Bedouin of the 
Desert, is incapable of civilisation, or of 
any bigh degree of social oultare, may 
generally speaking be a correct one. But 
itcannot by any means be veritied by fact 
or precedent, for even amongst the 
aboriginal, races of this continent, a sufl- 
cignt reelamation from the savage con- 
dition has in some cases taken place to 
beget pride, enyj, avarice and other vices 
peculiar to Christendom. This is well 
instanced by the present condition of the 
Cherokee tribes, who, aa will have been 
noticed by our telegraphic despatches a 
day or two ago, are on the verge of a 
terrible internecine strife, causel by the 
irrecomoilable antagonism of the two 

leadiby factions into which they are 
divided—the Ross and the Thompson 
parties, The present Cherokee nation 
lies contiguous to the State of Arkansam 
oon the west side of the Mississippi River, 
and comprises an area of about 3,09 
square miles, twothinds of the land of 
which is worthloes, with an Indian popu: 

lation variously estimated af from 15,000 
to 20,000, There aro besides « consider- 
blo number of negroes, who, up to the 
year of 1865, were the slaves of the Chero- 
oes, In 1861, the year in which the 
Civil War broke out in the United States, 
the nation was in s very prosperous cons 
dition, Through the labours of mission 

aries: the natives had become civilised. 
Churcbes, orphan asylums, and a great 
many eduestional institutions had sprang 
up; agricultural pursuits were success 
fully carried on, and # large revenue was 
realised by the raising of cotton.

Her Majesty to send us any Britiah noble-

to them whenever the opportunity 
of saying a word on their behalf presents 
itelf He has well apprehended the pur 
potes, a8 we believe he has correetly fore- 
shadowed the effects, of the establishment 
of the Supreme Court; and no excuse 
was necessary for what His Excellency 
deemed it in piace to call a proper 
oveasion for the suspension of the 
strict rules of responsible Government, 
im order that be might recommend to the

TENANTS. \ 
It would be difficult to convinee most | 
people on this side of the Atlantio, and a 
‘great majority of thove on the other, that 
English foudaliam is not a thing of the 
distant past, That any British landlord 
Mill exacted foudal obligations from hie 
tenante—or vassals if the designation be 
more in keeping with the nature of the 
connection is difficult to be believed 
in thia mineteenth ceatury : it i, nev 
theless,» fact. The Earl of Darnley is 


‘one of the principal landowners in the | 
“kingdom” of Kent. By the way, he ia| % 


Pot» descendant of the Darley whose 
counection with the murder of Queen 
‘Mary of Scotland's Italian favouzite,Bizsio, 
is matter of so much historical discussion, 
and whose own death not very long 
afterwards was variously sccounted for. 
‘The peerage, notwithstanding its name, is 
not even a Sootch one. It is Iriah, and 
not ancient at that, having been createa 
in 1725. The Baron's same, like many 
Iria names, bas a particularly Scotch 
Fing about it, being John Stuart Bligh ; 
but, although his name and title smack 
of the hills and clans of the north, and 
although his peerage be an Irish one, he:

This Irish 
peer, who is an Englishman, and whose

In 
whatever light we may regard any attempt 
to exact such homage from men who are 
not slaves, tbe landlord can scarcely be 
blamed, when it is remembered how wil- 
lingly the tribute was rendered. It was, 
no doubt, flattering to a man of his mental 
cxpacities, who could command respect 
ad obsisance nowhere alse ; and if he re- 
sented the admirable conduct of Mr. 
Lake in «way that mado him look silly 
and contemptible, when viewed in the 
light of modern ideas, the fact may be 
tributed just ws much to the unques- 
tioning submussion and servile depen: 
dence of his tenantry, as to any natural 
tyranny or love of adulation on his part.

‘The 
Prince then proceeded to the ccremony 
0{ investiture, and affixed the decoration 
on the breast of Prince Tewiik. He thea 
put the riband round his neck with the 
Order, which he immediately removed 
and replaced by « collar. ‘The Prince of 
Wales then aliook hands with Prince 
Towiik, and congratulated him on 
his new dignity. Prince Tewfk replied 
briefly, expressing his gratification at the 
favour conterred upon him. The cere 
mony being concluded, the Prince of| 
Wales escorted the Viceroy to the foot 
of the staircase, and took leave of him in 

fe hull. Prince Tewiik stayed to sign 
roll of the order, and the company 
broke up. A double line of infantry, 
the Third Battalion of Guards, was sta. 
joned from the palace gateray to the 
entrance hall, and there was. numerous 
mounted escort outside the palace. The 
bands played the English sod Egyptian 
national anthems. it may be added 
that the ceremony was here considered 
to be especially important as an Bagliah 
endomement of the principle of heredi- 
tary succession con ten years 
ago by the Porte to Egypt. In the 
‘afternoon the royal party drove to the 
Pyramids, where they dined, and aaw the 
great Pyramid illuminated.’ The party 
returned ia time for « special represeata- 
tion of the French comedy at the opers 
jouse. 

‘At o'clock on Tuesday the Khedive 
visited the Prince of Wales and accom 
panied himi to the station, where the 
Prince bade s cordial farewell to the 
Khedive. ‘The princes, ministers, and a 
guard of honour, with its band, wore pre- 
sent, ‘The special train started at 245, 
Me, “Stanton, ‘Nubar Pasha, and other 
officers accompanying it.

Colonial Empire of Great Britain. 


From the N. ¥, World. 
‘Mr. W. E. Forster, M.P., has delivered 
along and interesting address before the 
Philosophical Institution at Edinburgh, 
‘or the “Colonial Empire of Great Brit- 
Sia.” He believes that the union with 
the colonies will not be severed, because, 
no sage striving to rule her colonies as 
dependencies where they became st 
enough to be independent, Britain wi 
weleome them as partners In a common 
fod mighty empire. There are many 
people who hold the opinion that ulti- 
nately such colonies as Australia 
and New Zealand will declare their inde- 
100. If this idea is to be generally 
adopted, England may as well give up the 
hope-of continuing to girdle the world 
with her ‘and conosntrate all 
ler eudeavours to appropriate new 
and obtain from them friendly considera- 
tion as one by one they assert their inde 
yendence, or, aa it were, take up their 
nationality, ‘But, better than this, Mr. 
Forster considers the idea that England’s 
coaeian Sate es ‘enough to be inde- 
pendent, will yot be, stronger, more rick 
hore intelligent, able to be better, if still 
in union with the mother couairy, and 
that their inhabitants may have 
advantages of «nationality without dis- 
owning their allegiance.
